CARMEN SYLVA. 


The Queen Mother Blizabeth of 
Roumania, generally known as ‘'Car- 
men Sylva," Whose death is announc- 
ed todny, was one of the most charm- 
tug figures In the courts of Wurope. 
The pen name ‘Carmen Sylva,” by 
‘which the Queen Mother was most 
widely known, was chosen by her in 
| expression of her love for song and 
the woods, 

In her own words, she was born 
“far from a throne,” for although she 
was a princess of Wied, one of the 
many tiny principalities with which 
Germany abounded, her youth was 
that of an ordinary robust country 
sirl who learned to cook and sew and 
who romped in the open. with her 
companions at the village school. She 
Was born December 29, 1843, and in 
her childhood she showed a predilec- 
fon for the poetical fancies that had 
such an influence on her later life 
She absorbed innumerable fairy stor- 
es, and, with some of her own imag- 
mation added, she delighted her play- 
mates with her fanctes, At home she 
received Spartan training, and with a 
father who was an invalid for life 
and a brother who was incurably ill, 
she experienced many sorrows and 
iardships 

Upon the death of her brother, the 
Princess was sent away to visit her 
sunt, the Grand Duchess Helena of 
tugsia, who tovuk her travelling to 
arious parts of Europe. It was dur- 
og this tour, however, that the Prin- 
éss herself was stricken with typhus 
fever, and when she recovered it was 
to learn that her father had passed 
away. She was deeply affected by the 
sorrow in her family, and music and 
poetry became her only consolation. 
“Must all I love on earth be borne 
to the grave?" is the burden of a 
mournful poem that she wrote at the 
time of her father's death 

Among her friends about her home 
on the Kh.ne, “the little rosebud of 
Wied” had evinced am, almost savage 
fislike to matrimony ,and had often 
exclaimed: ‘Il do not want to marry 
inless | can be Queen of Roumania.” 
The principality of Roumania had at 
that time, just been founded, and 
there was no sense in the young Prin- 
cess remark except that she believed 
it a sufficiently safe way to say that 
she didn’t Want to marry at all 


There is remarkable romance at- 
tached to the fact that some years 
later her suitor became Prince 
Jharles of Hohenzollern, who was re- 
fused on the same fanciful pretext 
that the Princess would not marry 
unless she could ibe Queen of Rou- 


mania, In 1868, Prince Charles was 
chosen ruler of Roumania, and in the 
tutumn of the next year he returned 
to Wied to remind the Princess El za- 
eth of her desire to rule over that 
Kingdom 

Married, and settled in the palace 
at Bucharest the Princess threw her- 
self with great ardor into the life of! 
ne country. Sne jearned to read and 
write, Roumania, made herself ac- 
quainted with the needs and require- 
nents of the land, and became so be- 
loved that the people called her “The 
Litle Mother.” Out of her own. private 
purse she founded schools, hospitals, 
and art galleries, and deyoted practi- 
cally her whole life to philanthropy. 
Although she had practiced her liter- 
ary talents in a limited way for many 
years, it was not until the death of 
her first, and only child, at the age of 
four, that much of her work was pub- 
lished. Though her poems lose much 
from the translation, one glimpse of 
a favorite theme is as follows 


“The fairest word on earth that’s 
heard 
Om human lips, the fairest word 


Is mother, 


, 
To whom such name shall one be- 
long ?—- 
High honor here's 
long; 
A mother 


her whole life 


But all her earthly joys are o’er 
Who is, and then who is no more, 
A mother.’ 


She translated into German the 
favorite Roumanian folk songs, and 
wrote some short novels and dramas 
jome of her pwhblications are; “Ed- 
een Vaughan,” “Thoughts of a 
Queen,” “Shadows on Life's Dial,’ and 
A Real Queen's Fairy Book,” 

She was an indefatigable worker

Having lost her own little girl, she 
pictured herself as mother to millions 
vf Koumanian ehildren, and among 
them she was held in: great affection 
As to woman's werk, Carman Sylva 
often expressed herssif in interviews.
